Makes Tin in nn Hour. 

Pittsburg, Pa.—A charter will be 
secured in West Virginia for the Na¬ 
tional Tinplate Company, with an au¬ 
thorized capital of $3,000,000. The 
incorporators will include James A. 
Beaver, ex-Governor of Pennsylvania, 
and William Rodgers of Leechburg, 
Pa. It is said the company will de¬ 
velop patents of Mr. Rodgers, whioh, 
by rearrangements of furnaces, rolls 
and other machinery, make it possible 
to manufacture tin complete within an 
hour and ten minutes, instead of six 
days by other processes. Acids are 
done away with entirely, which pre¬ 
vents oxidation and oorrosion of .the 
plates. Experiments, it is claimed, 
have proved entirely satisfactory. 


Automobile Trust. 

Dover, Del.—Certificates of incor¬ 
poration of the Anglo-American Rapid 
Vehicle Company of New York, with a 
capital stock of $75,000,000, all of 
which is common stock, have been 
filed here. This company was formed 
for the purpose of combining the most 
important English and American auto¬ 
mobile companies. 


Improvements costing almost $8,- 
000,000 have been agreed upon by the 
body of managers of tne Carnegie Steel 
Company, of Pittsburg, to include the 
erection at Rankin of two blast fur¬ 
naces, each with a capacity of 700 tons 
of pig iron per day, a double-track steel 
bridge across the Monongahela river 
to connect the Rankin furnaces and the 
Homestead works, a new open-hearth 
plant and a reversible blooming mill 
at Duqnesne, The two new blast fui- 
naces will be the largest in the world, 
and will give employment to 5000 addi¬ 
tional men. 

The Canal Commission in Nioaragna 
is straightening the proposed route and 
otherwise lessening the cost of con¬ 
structing the waterway. It is esti¬ 
mated that the Commission will de¬ 
crease by several million dollars the 
amount mentioned by Admiral Walker 
in bis recent report to Congress. Capt. 
A. P. Davis of the Commission has 
charge of the hydrographic division 
which is to examine the five proposed 
routes across the Central American 
isthmus and report the result of their 
investigations to the Government of 
the United States. Captain Davis has 
under his command a number of en¬ 
gineers who are taking the measur- 
ment of streams of water that flow into 
the lakes along the course of the pro¬ 
jected oanal. He reports that there 
is plenty of water for canal purposes in 
Nioaragua. 

To Flan a Celebration. 

Washington.—In aocordanoe with 
an act to provide for an appropriate 
national celebration of the establish¬ 
ment of the seat of Government in the 
District of Columbia, approved Febru¬ 
ary 28, 1899, the President has ap¬ 
pointed the Governors of all the states 
of the Union as members of a com-' 
mittee from the country at large to act 
with the oommittees to be appointed 
by the two houses of Congress and the 
committee appointed from the citizens 
of the Distriot of Colombia, to “pre¬ 
pare plans for an appropriate national 
celebration in the year 1900 of the 
first session in the District and the es¬ 
tablishment of the seat of government 
therein.” 


Germany’s Compensation. 

London.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Standard says: The Samoan 
negotiations have reaohed a deadlock. 
Germany does not consider that the 
Gilbert and Solomon islands would 
adequately compensate for the waiving 
of other German claims. An agree¬ 
ment, however, would easily be ar¬ 
ranged if Great Britain would cede, in 
addition, her portions of New Guinea. 


Russian Eyas on Afghanistan. 

London.—The St. Petersburg corre¬ 
spondent of the Times telegraphs that 
; various rumors are afloat there regard- 
! ing Russian deaigna upon Afghanistan. 


ENGLAND’S FOES ARE QUIET. 

Rm$i» and Frauen Make No More to 
Show Their Hands# 

New York.—A Times cable from 
London says: As yet no foreign power 
has given the Government cause for 
alarm, and each indications as come 
to the surface point to at least a peace¬ 
able agreement between Great Britain 
and Germany, which should prevent 
any demonstration of hostility on the 
part of England’s sworn enemies, Rus¬ 
sia and France. But the English do not 
quite trust Germany for all that, and 
in military circles the successful tac¬ 
tics of the Boers are credited to the 
presence of German ottioers in their 
camp. General Joubert, it is re¬ 
marked, would have never devised the 
plan of oampaign alone, and German 
professions of friendship are conse¬ 
quently received with a considerable 
amount of distrust. 

As for Russia the campaign against 
Great Britain, oarried on in her prese, 
may be thought to point to an early 
move on the part of the Czar’s Gov¬ 
ernment toward some spot where jt 
thinks it could do Great Britain some 
harm, but up till now nothing ^is 
known of any step of this kiud. Lon 
don hears, indeed, that a railway from 
the Caspian to the Persian Gulf at 
Tchakbar is under survey and will be 
pushed forward immediately, its advo¬ 
cates urging that now is the opportu¬ 
nity to obtain-a second Port Arthur, this 
one on the Indian ocean, so as to have 
a striking place on both sides of the 
British Indian Dominion. • 

But it is one thing to survey and 
quite another to carry out a railway, and 
just now Russian finances are strained 
to the very utmost by the works going 
on in Manchuria and on the Traua-Si- 
berian Railway. Therefore, there is 
not much ground for alarm, and the 
more determined attitude assumed by 
the United States in Peking, as re¬ 
ported here this morning, points to a 
checkmate of any Muscovite designs in 
that quarter. 

IDAHO MINERS SENTENCED. 

To Serve Twenty-Two Months in 8au 
Quentin# 

Moscow, Idaho.—The culminating 
scene in the long-drawn-out labor 
troubles in the Cieur d’ Alene mining 
region was enaoted in the Federal 
Court here the other afternoon, when 
the ten men found guilty of interfering 
with the United States mails near 
Wardner during the riots of April 
29th, were sentenced by Judge Beatty 
to each serve twenty-two months in the 
State prison at San Quentin, Cal., aud 
each to pay a fine of $1000, with the 
exception of Dennis O’Rourke, who, 
on account of his youth, gets off with 
twenty months and a fine of $1000. 

Counsel for the defense moved thaj, 
judgment be suspended for twenty- 
hours, pending evidence which the pris¬ 
oners hoped would alleviate their 
sentenoe. This Judge Beatty declined 
to grant, saying that the trial had 
been thorough and fair, and he bad 
finally decided upon what be should 
do. Then a motion for arrest of judg¬ 
ment was made, defendants claiming 
that he oharges upon which they were 
convicted were not in aocordance with 
the law. 

Judge Beatty overruled the motion, 
and proceeded to a summary of the 
cases preparatory to pronouncing sen¬ 
tence. He spoke of the lamentable 
nature of the affair, expressing regret 
for the prisoners, but saying he had to 
perform his duty of enforcing the law. 
As soon as the sentences were pro¬ 
nounced oonrt was adjourned, and the 
prisoners were taken back to the Latah 
County Jail, from whence they will 
start for San Quentin in custody of the 
officers as soon as the term of court 
ends. 


O'ROURKE POSTS A FORFEIT. 

Wants a Return Match for Sharkey, but 
Brady Has Other Flans. 

New York.—In behalf of Tom Shar¬ 
key, Tom O’Rourke has posted $5000 
with George Considine as a forfeit for 
a fight with Jim Jeffries, but it is im¬ 
probable that anything will come of 
his challenge. Jeffries said positively 
that his next fight would be with Jim 
Corbett, that if he won he would fight 
Bob Fitzsimmons, and that when those 
two were disposed of, probably eigh¬ 
teen months hence, be would be pre¬ 
pared to let Sharkey have a match. 

Jeffries has no intention of making 
a match with anybody for some months 
to come. Billy Brady, his manager, 
dreams of bringing Jeffries and Corbett 
together in Paris during the exposition, 
and intends to see whether he can 
make the necessary arrangements be¬ 
fore he decides on anything. For the 
present there is big money in sending 
Jeffries over the theatrical circuit, and 
that will be done. It is not known 
yet whether Jeffries and Billy Delaney 
will part. Delaney has a oontract that 
rnns for several years, and that is prov¬ 
ing awkward. 


Not Absorbed by Pacific Mall. 

New York.—A report that the new 
Japanese Toyo Risen Kasha steamship 
line has been absorbed by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company baa been 
denied by Collis P. Huntington, who 
said that he knew absolutely nothing of 
such a development. Both lines, 
however, are said to be workng in har¬ 
mony and maintaining a common rate 
schedule. 


PLAN NOT APPROVED. 


Adverse Report on the Teachers’ 
Scheme. 


ANOTHER PROPOSITION TO COME. 


The Committee Would I r|e That Stu¬ 
dents Be Allowed to Work In 
Government Bureaus. 

Washington.—The proposition for a 
national university at Washington 
under Government auspices was nega¬ 
tived by the committee of the National 
Educational Association, which has 
been in session here. Instead, the 
committee has a suggestion contem¬ 
plating a plan in which the persons 
who have had exceptional educational 
opportunities may secure the advan¬ 
tages afforded by the institutions at. 
Washington. 

The following is the declaration of 
the committee on the subject: “It 
has been and is one of the recognized 
functions of the Federal Government 
to encourage aud aid, but not to con¬ 
trol, the educational instrumentalities 
of the country ; that no one of the bills, 
therefore, brought before Congress 
providing for incorporation of a 
national university at Washington 
commends itself to the judgment of 
tiiip committee as a practioal measure; 
that the Government is oalled upon to 
maintain at the capital a university in 
the ordinary sense of that term ; that a 
sub-committee be requested to prepare 
for later consideration by the full com¬ 
mittee a detailed plan by whioh the 
students who have taken a bacca¬ 
laureate degree, or have had an equiv¬ 
alent training, may have full and 
systematic advantage of the opportu¬ 
nities for advanced instruction and 
research whioh are now or may be 
afforded by the Government; such 
plan to include the oo-operation with 
the Smithsonian Institution of the 
universities willing to accept a share 
of the responsibility incident, thereto; 
it is understood the final admission of 
this plan should he such that whether 
or not governmental aid be given there 
shall be no discouragement of private 
gifts or bequests; it is understood that 
the scope of this plan should be indi¬ 
cated by the governmental collections 
and establishments which are now 
available or as they may hereafter be 
increased and developed by the Gov¬ 
ernment for its own purposes.” 

The sub-oommittee which is to form¬ 
ulate this plan oonsistB of Messrs. 
Harper, Curry and Butler. There 
will be a meeting of the committee 
with the department superintendents 
of the National Association in Chicago 
the last week in February, at which 
th&plan will be discussed, and later 
in Washington the full committee will 
gather to draft, a final report to be 
submitted to the convention of the 
National Association. 

The following resolution was re¬ 
ferred to a sub-committee consisting of 
Wilson, Schurman and Canfield, for in¬ 
vestigation and report: “That the 
Government, through the State De¬ 
partment, might wisely maintain in 
Washington a school for Consuls analo¬ 
gous to West Point and Annapolis, and, 
like those schools, leading to a life 
career in the Government service.”

POSITION OF THE BOERS. 

Even If Conquered Thej- Will Make 
Trouble Later. 

London.—Bennett Burleigh,the well- 
known war correspondent for the Daily 
Telegraph, writing under date of Lady¬ 
smith, says: 

“The primal ground of the Boers is 
that the country is theirs by right ol 
grant, conquest, and occupation, and 
only with the unbidden consent of the 
burghers shall anybody else have a 
voice or the right to rule in the land. 

“Ab intelligent men, though, they 
declare they may be able to withstand 
suoh forces as England can send against 
them for a season, yet, should Britain 
put forth her whole strength, and no 
European {lowers intervene to aid the 
Transvaal, officials admit they must be 
overpowered. 

“ ‘But’ ” said Mr. Smuts, the State’s 
Attorney to me, with the approval of 
Mr. Reitz and others, ‘when you have 
conquered the Transvaal, it won’t be 
another Ireland to England, 1 promise 
yon. Ireland will bo a peaceful coun¬ 
try compared to what we shall make 
the Transvaal to Englavd. It will 
ba a hell on earth to you of shooting 
and unrest. Only the biggest armies 
will maintain you in the country.’ ” 

TIMES ON AMERICAN SYMPATHY. 

It Believe* the United HUtva Govern¬ 
ment Him h Proper I'luternt i»m!In*. 

London.—Tho Times in a careful 
editorial on the relations of the United 
States to the war in South Africa 
says: “When the Continent rings 

with denunciations of England it is 
very cheering and refreshing for the 
English people to note the sympathy 
and intelligent comprehension mani¬ 
fested in the United States. We 
should prize American sympathy in 
any case, but it becomes doubly grate¬ 
ful when manilestlv based on a delib¬ 
erate and well-informed judgment of 
the essential merits of tne quarrel, as 
well as upon a reciprocation of the 
kindly feelings with which Englishmen 
regard American enterprises. 

‘The American people a-o not 
blinded by the accident that the Trans¬ 
vaal oalls itself a republic. They know 
that, every essential attribute of a re¬ 
public is wanting, and they know also 
thr.t England stands for equal laws, 
individual freedom and the energetic 
progress which together make up the 
republican ideal of the Americans. As 
England plumped for the United 
States, so the United States now 
plumps for England, without regard to 
the fine-drawn technicalities of the at¬ 
torney.” 

SWINDLING UNCLE SAM. 

Many Fraud til«nt Revenue Stamps |T««<| 
In Mntl Sheet# 

New York.—Frank G. Thompson, 
chief of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
in thiB city, declared that at least 10 
per cent of the revenue stamps used 
daily in the Wall-street, distriot,having 
already been canceled,were fraudulent. 
Chief Thompson said this when asked 
about tlie arrest by him in Newark the 
other day of Caleb L. Crockett and C. 
J. Lee on a charge of restoring can¬ 
celed stamps and selling them for use 
a seoond time. Mr. Thompson’s juris¬ 
diction extends to Northern New Jer¬ 
sey, and lie said that for two months 
he had been watching Crockett. 

It is estimated by Chief Thompson 
that the Government is defrauded of at 1 
least $5000 a day by the use of second-; 
hand stamps in the section of the city 
south of Fulton street. He says that 
revenue stamps worth about 50,000 are 
daily required in the transactions of 
that district and that. 10 per cent of 
this total is represented in restored 
stamps. 

Dlateacea Too Short. 

Washington.—General Greely, Chief 
Signal Officer, says there will be no 
practioal demonstration of the Mar¬ 
coni system of wireless telegraphy in 
connection with the signal service of 
the Army. It is said that the instru¬ 
ments brought by Marconi to this 
country are unsuited to greater dis¬ 
tances than twelve miles by land and 
thirty miles by water. The Signal 
Corps, which operates a system of its 
own at a distance of twelve miles, was 
unwilling to have demonstrations]made 
unless there could be assurances of 
greater distances than those promised. 
This concluded the negotiations, which 
have been in progress for some time.

Rural Deliver? s Success. 

Washington.—A vigorous plea for 
rural free delivery is made in the an¬ 
nual report of the First Assistant Post¬ 
master-General, Perry S. Heath. Mr. 
Heath says the service so far has re¬ 
sulted in increased postal receipts, en¬ 
hancement of the value of farm lands 
reached by rural free delivery of from 
$9 to $3 per acre, a general improve¬ 
ment of the condition of the roads 
traversed by the rural carriers, better 
prices for farm products, the producers 
being brought into daily touch with 
the state of the markets, besides edu¬ 
cational benefits conferred by relieving 
the monotony of farm life through 
ready access to wholesome literature 
and knowledge of current events. 


For a Transcontinental Line. 

San Diego.—At a meeting of the 
Common Council a railway franchise, 
including a right of way 100 feet along 
the Bay of San Diego, was granted to 
U. 8. Grant, George W. Mars;oi$ 
George H. Ballou and A. Luce, 
four of this city’s most influential resi¬ 
dents. The purpose of granting the 
franchise is to facilitate the construc¬ 
tion of a railway from the Bay of San 
Diego to tho Colorado river and thence 
eastward, to form u few transcontinen¬ 
tal line.

Another cause of soft-shelled eggs 
is over-feeding, which makes a hen 
fat.

Since then about three hun¬ 
dred million Bibles, New Testaments 
and portions of Scripture have been 
printed, and the number of transla¬ 
tions in which the sacred Book now ex¬ 
ists is four hundred, according to the 
careful estimate recently made by J. 
G. Watt, M. A., and published in a 
late issue of the Bible Society Report¬ 
er. So the Word of God is now in the 
languagts of six-sevenths of the 
world’s population. 

Thirty yenrs ago the enemies of mis¬ 
sions ridiculed the idea of ever Chris¬ 
tianizing the people of India and China 
and they declared that the effort would 
be fruitless. At the present time, how¬ 
ever, the growth of Christianity in 
those countries is so striking as to 
astonish travelers. Julian Hawthorne, 
the distinguished traveler, who not 
long ago visited India in order to as¬ 
certain facts concerning the famine, 
and who is by no means a prejudiced 
witness to the value of missions, de¬ 
clares that tile evidences of the good 
that missionaries have done for India 
exist on every hand. Dr. John Henry 
Barrows declares, as the result of his 
visit to India, that the number of na¬ 
tive Christians in that land is increas¬ 
ing more rapidly than the population. 
Testimony to the value of missions in 
China is abundant, and affords strong 
ground for the ultimate evangeliza¬ 
tion of that country.

“A curious plant,” said an eminent 
botanist to the writer a day or two 
ago, "is the wild tamarind or junbal 
plant of tlie river side and waste places 
of tropical America, and very strange 
are its effects upon tlie uon-rumlmuit 
animals that feed upon its young 
shoots, leaves, pods, and seeds. It 
causes horses to lose the hair from 
their in a lies and tails, has a similar 
effect upon mules and donkeys, and 
reduces pigs to complete nakedness. 
Horses are said to recover when fed 
exclusively on corn aud grass, blit the 
new hair is of different color and tex¬ 
ture from the old. so that the animal is 
never quite the same as it was. One 
animal of which l personally knew, 
after feeding on the plant, lost its hoofs 
and had to be kept in slings until they 
gerw and hardened again. Ruminant 
animals are not thus affected, and the 
growth of the plant is actually encour¬ 
aged iu the Bahamas as a fodder plant 
for cattle, sheen, and goats. The dif¬ 
ference is probably due to changes 
effected upon it in the chewing of tlie 
cud.”—Washington Star.

Tlie trouble that a little aquatic plant 
may make is illustrated by the water 
hyacinths, which are doing almost in¬ 
calculable damage In the Gulf States 
by tilling up the streams and paralyzing 
the lumber Industry, as the logs cannot 
be floated out of the rivers and bayous 
" hen they are choked up Vvitli these 
plants: Congress lias made uu appro¬ 
priation for getting rid of them, and 
Major Quinn has charge of the work. 
The Major has decided iu favor of a 
dredge which throws the hyacinth into 
a mill, much like a sugar mill, where 
the hyacinth bulbs are crushed and ren¬ 
dered incapable of propagation. The 
New Orleans papers, however, favor a 
chemical agency which has already 
been used with success. The Times- 
Democrat says: “There are probably 
hundreds of miles iu this section cov¬ 
ered with this plnut to a density of 
forty pounds to the square foot. No 
mill could do all this crushing, and it 
would cost thousands of dollars to do 
the work, and it is almost inconceiva¬ 
ble that the dredge will gather iu till 
the hyacinths, and therefore complete¬ 
ly eradicate them; and if but a few 
seed are left it will start this water 
pest once more, and we will have to do 
over again what we are now doing.” 
The chemicals, which were tried in a 
tailrace, dry up tlie sap and kill the 
plant, and this without any danger to 
fish, and the plan is simple and inex¬ 
pensive.

Silver Mine in New Orleans. 

In one corner of tlie melting-room at 
the New Orleans mint Is a large iron 
tank in which the newly east silver 
bars are dropped, hissing, to cool off. 
At the end of a bard day’s work tlie 
surface of the water shows a faint 
rainbow-hued scum, like the metallic 
luster of stagnant pools seen near a 
dye-house. It comes iu part from 
microscopic flakes of silver that have 
scaled off iu the cooling. The water, 
when changed, runs down a pipe that 
terminates in the bottom of a cistern 
which contains a layer of mud a couple 
of feet deep. As the water seeps up aud 
through the mini acts as a filter and 
catches the particles of precious metal, 
so in time it becomes an artificial silver 
mine. Once every quarter the mud is 
scooped out, and passed through a re¬ 
duction process. The result is a silvei 
brick worth maybe $50.

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NEW UNITED STATES. 


THIS ONE IS IN THE AN¬ 
TIPODES. 

Details of the Australasian Federa¬ 
tion Recently Decided On—Constitu- 
tlon Resembles That of This Conn- 
try—Senators Elected by tbe People. 

Five of tbe Australasian colonies will 
become members of the new United 
States of Australasia at its formation, 
and two others, West Australia and 
New Zealand, may be expected to join 
It after a time. The federating colonies 
will place their administration in the 
bands of a federal parliament, which is 
to consist of the Queen and two houses. 
In the Senate each colony, no matter 
how large or small, will have six Sena¬ 
tors. The House of Representatives is 
to have approximately twice as many 
members allotted to the colonies in pro¬ 
portion to their respective populations, 
but in such manner that no colony shall 
have less than five. Senators, as well 
as Representatives, are to be elected 
by the people—a democratic feature 
that distinguishes the Australasian 
Constitution from those of Canada and 
the United States. The Constitution of 
the antipodal Anglo-Saxon nation re¬ 
sembles ours rather than that of Can¬ 
ada in this, that all rights not ex¬ 
pressly conferred on the Federal Par¬ 
liament are reserved to the local parlia¬ 
ments. The Queen will be represented 
by a Govrnor General, who will be as¬ 
sisted by ail Executive Council of not 
less than seven members, who will be 
responsible to Parliament. The real 
power will, of course, reside in this 
ministry chosen from the party which 
commands a majority in Parliament.' 
Assuming that West Australia will 
soon become a member, the new federa¬ 
tion will have a population of 3,733,688, 
with 30 Senators and 70 Representa¬ 
tives, distributed as follows: New 
South Wales, population 1,340,240, Rep¬ 
resentatives 20; Victoria, population 
1,175,400, Representatives 23; Queens¬ 
land, population 49S.533, Representa¬ 
tives 10; South Australia, population 
307,034, Representatives 7; West Aus¬ 
tralia, population 108,150, Representa¬ 
tives 5; Tasmania, population 177,341, 
Representatives 5. 

The Federal Parliament will regu¬ 
late foreign trade and Intercolonial 
trade, Impose tariff taxes, take meas¬ 
ures for military defense and borrow 
money, hut will uot control the lands of 
the various colonies. Financial control 
is restricted to the lower house, the 
Senate only having a power of suggest¬ 
ing amendments. An obstructive Sen¬ 
ate will he overwhelmed by voting in a 
joint sitting of both houses. The ad¬ 
ministrative expenses of the Union, 
now estimated at about $1,500,000, are 
to be met by taxes, but any surplus 
over expenses is to be returned to the 
colonies on a fair basis. The conver¬ 
sion of colonial debts and the federa¬ 
tion of railways are expected after a 
time to save much more than the cost 
of the new government. An Important 
section of the Constitution creates a 
Supreme Court, with subordinate Fed¬ 
eral courts, which will work.much like 
the system in the United States. A 
provision taking questions of interpre¬ 
tation of the Constitution from the 
privy council in London will not, ac¬ 
cording to the London Times, he readily 
acquiesced in by the British govern¬ 
ment. Amendment of the Constitution 
Is to be effected by a majority vote of 
each house, followed by a popular vote. 
Where a colony has female suffrage its 
votes in questions of altering the Con¬ 
stitution are to be divided by two. 

The rapid rise of Japan ns a naval 
power and the appearance of the Uni¬ 
ted States in the Philippines are the cir¬ 
cumstances that are supposed to have 
decided wuverers upon the necessity 
of federation, In order that the re¬ 
sources of all Australasia may be com¬ 
bined for defense. The area, resources, 
energy and wealth of the new power 
are very considerable. The area of the 
continent, with the islands dependent 
upon it, is 3,259,210 square miles, with 
a population of 4,500,000. This includes, 
of course, New Zealand, Tasmania, the 
Fiji Islands and part of New Guinea, 
In 1805 there were 11,144 miles of rail¬ 
way, owned almost wholly by the colo¬ 
nies. The gold and silver mines are 
among the most productive in the 
world. Agriculture, fruit culture, sheep 
raising, etc., produce large results. The 
aggregate revenue iu 1805 was $140,- 
500,000; the public debt $1,002,500,000. 
The value of pastoral properties alone 
in 1807 was $1,158,227,000. X.ast year 
the aggregate foreign trade was $300,- 
000,000. Iti other words, a population 
of less than one-sixteenth of that of the 
United States had a foreign trade one- 
fifth of that of the United States. The 
spirit of the Australasians being com¬ 
mensurate with their wealth and enter¬ 
prise, tlie new nation may he expected 
to play n prominent part in the j>oIitIcal 
future of the West Pacific. Russia will 
find in it an active antagonist and the 
dismemberment of China will not be 
accomplished without an energetic pro¬ 
test from the Australasians. The Uni¬ 
ted States, on the other hand, will find 
them active rivals In the exploitation 
of the commercial resources of the far 
East.—Baltimore Sun. 

Celebrated Sittgei. 

According to Herodotus, the siege of 
Ashdod, sometimes called Azotli by 
Psammetlchus, lasted twenty-nine 
years. If tBits statement Is true, the 
siege was the longest that lias ever 
been recorded. Other writers put its 
duration at nineteen years, and if we 
accept their statement, then the long¬ 
est siege that has ever been was that 
of Candla, the ancient Crete, which 
was captured by the Turks from the 
Venetians in 1CC9, after a siege of 
twenty-four years. The most celebrated 
siege in the world’s history was that 
of Troy, which occupied ten years. 


Constantinople, since Its first settle¬ 
ment, has undergone no fewer than 
than twenty-eight sieges. 

Cook Stove aa a Mon ament. 

William McKillip. at an early day a 
citizen of Traverse City, hut for many 
years a resident of Muskegon, tells a 
curious coincidence which came in the 
list of his experiences. Mr. McKillip 
is a native of Washington County, 
New York, leaving it in 1840, and in a 
cenytery there with which he was fa¬ 
miliar in early life, there were depos¬ 
ited the remains of the wife of one 
Aaron Crosby. As a monument to her 
memory there was placed over her 
grave a common castlron cooking 
stove, on the top of which a marble 
slab, with the appropriate Inscription 
of name. etc. The peculiarity of the 
cook stove monument naturally Im¬ 
pressed Itself upon his mind, aside 
from the fact that he was acquainted 
with the man who sought in tills novel 
manner to perpetuate his wife’s mem¬ 
ory, but he was destined to see another 
monument of the same sort. Happen¬ 
ing to be in Springfield, 111., in 1853 lie 
found the Sabbath somewhat lonely 
among strangers and to kill time wan¬ 
dered out to the cemetery. In looking 
about he came upon the c-ounterjiart of 
the cook stove memorial, and, upon 
reading the inscription on the slab, 
found that wife number two of Aaron 
Crosby was resting beneath. No doubt 
botli these wives were excellent cooks, 
and the appreciative Aaron knew no 
more appropriate way to perpetuate 
this great qualification.—Traverse City 
Eagle.

About 16,000.000 tons of iron ore will 
make up the shipments from the Lake 
Superior region this year, as compared 
with 13,600,000 tons last year, and yet 
there will lie a scarcity of ore for the 
winter's use.

The National Park 
Commission Is taking steps to appre¬ 
hend the guilty persons and prosecute 
them.

GAVE HIMSELF. 

Noble Mountaineer Laja Down Hie 
Life to Sure Manx. 

Miss Belle V. Chisholm, a pioneer 
teacher In the Pine Ridge region of Vir¬ 
ginia. mentions in a letter to Zion’s 
Herald one of her “finds” last Decora¬ 
tion day. It was a mountain grave, all 
alone, of a “boy soldier who had never 
enlisted in the army or taken part in a 
battle.” 

Returning from a visit to the valley, 
she noticed this grave, covered and lit¬ 
erally heaped with flowers and little 
Union and Confederate flags, but with¬ 
out headstone or name-mark. 

The dull lad who drove her horse 
could tell her nothing about it save that 
It was Billy Mahew's grave, and “the 
folks put flowers on it every Decora¬ 
tion day;” but once arrived among her 
mountain neighbors, she had the whole 
story. 

Billy Mahew, a robust boy and a 
hard-working home-provider, had gone 
up one morning with his ax to the hill 
woodland to chop wood. He never came 
back. The silent tokens left there of 
what he did that day were pathetic and I 
unmistakable. Recent heavy rains and ! 
a consequent washout had loosened a I 
large stone at the foot of the “moun¬ 
tain dam.” or reservoir, that Inclosed 
the valley's water supply, and the pres¬ 
sure above 't had started a dangerous 
leak. 

Evidently Billy discovered this in the 
morning—for lie had chopped no wood— 
and believed that something must be 
done Immediately to strengthen the 
weakened spot, or the escaping water 
would undermine the dam. He rolled 
heavy stones against the sagging bowl¬ 
der, in an effort to prop it, and finally ■ 
braced his body against the terrible 
strain. Doubtless he shouted with all 
his might for help, but he was not 
heard. 

His absence from home iu the even¬ 
ing alarmed his friends, and a search¬ 
ing party climbed the mountain. They 
found his body, stiffened in d&ath, al 
the dreadful crevice, with the watei 
rushing over Ills face. The leak was 
increasing, but he had partly blocked it 
and held back the slipping stone. 

The villagers in the valley have nevei . 
forgotten that night—when every mils i 
cle of every man was strained to des 
peration to save their homes from s 
breaking flood. 

The dam stood, but the poor people 
■felt that they owed everything to Billy 
Mahew. They buried him on the moun¬ 
tain, near the scene of his martyrdom 
and every year they decorate his grave 

BIRTH OF THE FLAG. 

Circumstances Under Which Presenl 
Design Was Adopted. 

A committee consisting of Washing 
ton, Robert Morris, and George Ross 
was given authority to select and sub 
mit a design for the new flag. Tin 
meeting of this committee was un 
doubtedly held at General Hancock’i 
house, just a block from Betsey Ross 
home, and as circumstances requirec 
that the- inatier he done as secretly ni 
possible, and the services of a skillfu 
needlewoman were needed, it was per 
fectly natural that George Boss sUottlc 
suggest Ills niece, so near at hand, nnc 
in whom he was so much interested 
To her house, therefore, they repaired 
and upon being asked by her unci* 
whether or not she thought she coulc 
make the flag, she replied with trui 
American spirit, “I do not kuow, bui 
I will try.” 

General Washington, having a fair 
ly clear idea of what was wanted 
made a pencil sketch of the flag witt 
the now familiar thirteen stripes, bm 
with a blue field and thirteen stars li 
the place of the cross of St. George 
Mrs. Ross, being of a very practica 
turn of mind, noticed that Washing 
ton's stars were six-pointed, and sug 
gested a five-pointed star as being eas 
ler to make. Washington replied tha 
he had supposed a six-pointed om 
could be more easily formed, but Bet 
sy promptly settled tlie question bj 
folding a piece of paper and with oni 
clip of her scissors producing a per 
feet live-pointed star. Thus it wai 
that the stars in our flag are five-point 
ed In place of the customary six-point 
ed star of heraldry, and Betsy ltosi 
did it with her little scissors. Tlie mat 
ter was then left for Betsy’s skillfu 
fingers to complete, and in due tint' 
the finished (lag was ready for inspec 
tlon. The committee again visited tin, 
house, were shown into the little back 
parlor, and after some discussion the 
design was accepted. It was not. how¬ 
ever, formally adopted by Congress un¬ 
til the 14th of June, 1777.—Self Cul¬ 
ture. 

A Beehive in a B.er Cask. 

A bee-hive in a beer-cask was dis¬ 
covered by the coopers of Boake, Rob¬ 
erts & Co., on the arrival at Carpen¬ 
ters’ Road, Stratford, East, of a truck- 
load of barrels from Burton on Trent, 
England. A swarm of bees had con¬ 
structed a quantity of comb which con¬ 
tained honey. Unfortunately a large 
proportion of the busy insects and their 
belongings were destroyed by the work¬ 
men before the managers heard of the 
curious discovery. They at once took 
prompt measures to preserve tlie re¬ 
mainder of the swarm in a new cask, 
where the industrious bees have evi¬ 
dently commenced a new home, and 
are aparently quite happy. 

Extraordinary Forest. 

The most extraordinary forest in 
the world was discovered liy Dr. Wel- 
witsch, and occupies a tableland some 
six miles in width, near tlie west coast 
of Africa. The peculiarity of the trees 
is that, though their trunks are as 
much as four feet iu diameter, they at¬ 
tain the height only of a foot. No tree 
bears more than two leaves, and these 
attain a length of six and a breadth of 
two feet.

BATTLE WITH A BIRD. 

Wounded Loon Kilted an Indian with 
Hia Powerful Beak. 

The loon, or great northern diver, is 
a powerful bird. Tbe following in¬ 
stance of one of them conquering a man 
happened a few years ago.

Son of the Founder of the World- 
Famous Shipyards. 

John C. Cramp, of Philadelphia, one 
of tlie members of the noted firm of 
American shipbuilders whose name has 
been familiar to thousands of people in 
both hemispheres since the early part 
of the century, died in Philadelphia, 
recently, of apoplexy. Mr. Cramp was 
tii st stricken with apoplexy about eight

years ago, shortly after retiring from 
active business life, hut he subsequent¬ 
ly recovered without sustaining much 
injury to his general health. Again he 
was stricken three years after, but this 
time he failed to rally from the stroke 
with the same ease ns before and he 
continued in extremely delicate health 
until finally stricken. 

Mr. Cramp was born In the old dis¬ 
trict of Kensington, near the present 
site of the shipyard on August 8, 1835, 
After attending the old Morris Gram¬ 
mar school he entered the shipyard 
of hLs father, William Cramp, who 
founded the industry. In 1862 he 
was admitted to the firm. On at* 
count of the wonderful success 
which tlie firm enjoyed he soon accum¬ 
ulated great wealth. Eight years ngo, 
with his three brothers, William, Sam¬ 
uel anil Theodore, he withdrew from 
the business on account of certain dis¬ 
satisfaction growing out of the read¬ 
justment of stock. Mr. Cramp was a 
trustee of the Second Presbyterian 
church and also a member of the Ma¬ 
sonic fraternity besides holding several 
other important positions. He gave lib¬ 
erally to public enterprises and pos¬ 
sessed the good esteem of every one 
who knew him.

“their sale should be prohibited by 
law.” 

Under these circumstances it is 
worth the while of every housewife to 
employ the very little care that is nec¬ 
essary to keep so dangerous an element 
from the food of her family. 

A pure cream of tartar baking pow¬ 
der, which is the only kind that should 
be used, ought to cost about forty-five 
to fifty cents a pound. Therefore, if 
you are paying much less, something is 
wrong; if you are paying twenty-five 
cents or less per pound, the powder is 
certainly made from alum. 

Always bear these simple facts in 
mind when purchasing baking pow¬ 
der.—Popular Science Monthly.

NEW USES FOR SAWDUST. 

The Practical Oermana Are Using It 
for Various Pnr poses. 

New uses have been found in Get* 
many for sawdust, an interesting ac¬ 
count of which has been furnished to 
a firm in this city. The writer says; 

"Wood flour (in German, holzmehl) is 
made by grinding sawdust to a fine 
powder and is used for two general 
purposes, viz., tbe manufacture of ex¬ 
plosives. especially dynamite and nitro¬ 
glycerin, and the manufacture of linol¬ 
eum and papyrolite or artificial flooring. 
There is no manufacturer of dynamite 
In Berlin, but from the representative 
of a firm in Saxony it has been ascer¬ 
tained that wood flour has been used 
in the manufacture of dynamite as a 
cheap substitute for infusorial earth, 
which is the standard material for that 
purpose. The entire German supply 
of infusorial earth comes from one 
source at Luneberg, between Ham¬ 
burg and Hanover, and when that ma¬ 
terial became scarce and expensive be¬ 
cause of increased demand experi¬ 
ments were made with wood flour as 
a substitute. From the best informa¬ 
tion that can be obtained it is regarded 
distinctly inferior to infusorial earth 
for making explosives and is only used 
when extreme cheapness of product is 
desirable or the infusorial earth cannot 
be obtained. 

Wood flour has also been somewhat 
extensively list'd in the manufacture 
of linoleum, a kind of floorcloth made 
by laying a coating of hardened linseed 
oil mixed with ground cork on a canvas 
net or backing, hut here, again, it was 
found to be hard, inelastic, and for that 
r a a son inftTior to cork nteal, so that its 
use has been, so far as can be ascer¬ 
tained, abandoned by most German 
makers of linoleum. If used at all for 
this purpose, it is done secretly and 
would be regarded as an adulteration. 
The third and by far the most import¬ 
ant use of wood flour in Germany ia 
for the manufacture of papyrolite or 
xylolite, a kind of artificial flooring,, 
which is extensively produced by sev¬ 
eral large firms and companies in Ger¬ 
many. 

Papyrolite is extensively used as 
flooring for kitchens, halls, corridors 
and for public rooms, such as cafes and 
restaurants. It is a substance between 
wood aud stone, practically fireproof, 
impervious to water, and, being a non¬ 
conductor of heat, is warm in winter. 
It is also used as flooring on German 
war vessels, because it has most of the 
advantages of wood and does not splin¬ 
ter from shot nor take fire. 

Whether American wood flour can lie 
successfully Introduced as a commer¬ 
cial product into Germany will depend 
uj>on its quality and the price at which 
it can be delivered in this country. As¬ 
suming that the American article is of 
equal quality with that of the domestic 
supply, the one remaining question is 
whether wood flour of American origin 
can undersell tlie German product, 
which is made by pulverizing sawdust 
that has no value except as fuel. Ger¬ 
man wood flour is therefore abundant 
at from 4 to 5 marks (95 cents to 
$1.10) per 100 kilograms (220.46 pounds) 
—a maximum of $11.00 per metric ton— 
which is a price so moderate as to ap¬ 
parently offer little encouragement for 
imports front a source so remote as the 
United States. 

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

An Improved safety guard for 
watches consists of an auxiliary chain 
to he attached to the ring in the watch 
stem, with an eyelet formed in the rear 
wall of the pocket for the insertion of 
the bar at the end of the chain.. 

Vegetables can be rapidly sliced by a 
newly patented cutter, which has a 
horizontal hopper, fitted with a sliding 
board at one end to feed the vegeta¬ 
bles to the cutter at the opposite end, 
where a knife blade is fixed in a holder 
pivoted above the hopper. 

A new method of mounting photo¬ 
graphic prints has been patented by a 
Pennsylvanian, eonsistingof a mat hav¬ 
ing an opening of the desired size in the 
center, with a flap attached to the back 
of the mat, an adhesive border being 
formed around the flap to engage the 
print and hold it against the mat 

Rubber hand stamps are made to print 
their letters more evenly by the use 
of a newly designed base, the connec¬ 
tion between the handle and the type- 
holder being formed of a series of 
flexible rubber rings, which adjust 
themselves to equalize the pressure on 
the opposite end of the stamp. 

A pocket cuspidor has been patented 
by a New Hampshire man, comprising 
a receptacle to fit in the pocket, with 
a telescoping tube fitting in the neck 
of the receptacle, a cap fitting tightly 
over the end of the tube, with a spring 
and cord arrangement to open the cap 
when the tube is drawn out 

Watches are securely held on the 
handle bar of a bicycle by a new 
clamp, which is formed of a split tube 
to engage the vertical portion of the 
bar, with a pair of fingers extending 
from the tube, between which the case 
rests, with a slotted finger for the 
stem, which is fitted with a lock to 
clamp the watch tightly.
